Child Labor and Socialism. 

It may he pleaded that it is hard 
for parents to be deprived of the 
lal«»r of children, hut on this point 
it is necessary for Socialists to take 
up a firm attitude. The greatest 
barrier to social progress is ignor¬ 
ance, and -children must be educa¬ 
ted at all costs. Socialists cannot 
he twi ted with being indifferent to 
the physical necessities of either 
the children or their parents. If 
the parents cannot maintain their 
children, then they should demand 
with Socialists their free mainten¬ 
ance. If parents find their wages 
absorbed by high rents, then they 
should demand with Socialists to 
secure good dwelling houses at cost 
of construction and maintenance. 
As a matter of fact, these parents 
who so readily allow their cnildien 
to he exploited are opposed to us 
and all social reformers who work in 
the interest of the children. Social¬ 
ists can, therefore, without any 
compunction, demand that child¬ 
ren should not be deprived of that 
education so necessary to make 
them useful citizens to render them 
susceptible to aspirations for the 
betterment of Society.—Justice.

CORTLAND, MAINE. 

S. W. Mathews, Commissioner 
of Industrial and Labor Statistics 
for Maine, in bis annual report, 
says that there has been a marked 
increase of child labor in tiie cot¬ 
ton mills, largely the result of false 
certificates as to age bv parents, 
lie declares that under the present 
laws his hands are tied. He suggests 
an amendment to the law so as to 
require every child under 1(> years 
employed in any manufacturing or 
mechanical establishment to file 
with his employer an employment 
ticket and a .certified copy of his 
birth or baptism, such certificate to 
he countersigned by a member of 
the School Committee. 

CHICAGO, ILL. 

The case of Adams vs. Brennan 
was reversed and remanded by tin- 
Supreme Court. The board of 
education bail a contract with the 
Building Trades councils to require 
in all contracts let for public work 
that none blit union labor-should 
be employed. John A. Kniscly. a 
contractor was invited to bid for 
repairs on a certain schoolhouse. 
He submitted two bids, one of 
which stipulated that if a provision 
in regard to the employment of 
union labor was enforced he would 
do it for a sum less than submitted 
with the provision in regard to the 
employment of union labor en¬ 
forced. The higher bid was accept¬ 
ed. The Supreme Court dismissed 
the bill to have the bill annulled, 
and this decree the Supreme Court 
reverses, holding that a stipulation 
requiring the employment of none 
but union labor is an unwarranted 
discrimination between different 
classes of citizens, restricts compe¬ 
tition and tends to increase the cost 
of work to be paid for by taxpayers.
